The Mark 

Recently a well-known journalist stated that he could always dis- 
cern the men who had passed through a university. He maintained, 
not as is usually the case, that he could distinguish them by some 
Idiosyncrasy or other, but that they all possessed a certain degree of 
philosophy and philosophical method. He thought that they had a ! 
gn «ter ability than other people to distinguish the relevancy of matter. 
They did not get hopelessly entangled in absolutely foreign matter ; 
when treating a subjecjr He did not say that a college education was 
a trade mark of the accuracy of observations and deductions. But he 
did maintain that a properly balanced University education did carry 
with it a certain power of discrimination and above all a decided abil- 
ity to recognize révélant from extraneous matter. 

There are not a few who appear to consider a college education 
simply as the training of an expert, be it in the classics or in a'coursc 
I of engineering. Whether the subject studied be the one or the other 
a decided twist is given to the students point of viw; ergo, if we fol- 
I low our journalist, this is a wrong theory of higher education- He 
maintains that a touch of philosophy is essential to an educated mind. 
He certainly docs not subscribe to the belief that a knowledge of Spi- 
noza or Kant should be inculcated into every undergraduate. He 
simply calls for an attitude of intelligent discernment 

This can best be cultivated by intelligent reading and discussion. 
It can certuinly not be produced by a study of medicine, classics, phy- 
sics, engineering as long as it carried on with the object of turning 
out an expert, and this path is narrowly adhered to. Even a profound 
study of law or philosophy, if they be taken merely from* the expert 
viewpoint, will not endow a man with the discrimination and complete 
relevancy, which are the ideal fruits or a university education accord- 
ing to our journalist.

with former ones. Ho pointed out in 
his closing remarks that Canada must 
be carried on Into a new era that bhouM 
be more glorious than any preceding 
period ln ha r history. 

At this point in the proceedings. Mr. 
O'Brien rose to state that o certain 
gentloman then occupying a seat in the 
Ilornso had no right to T>o there. The 
Speaker asked the gentleman to ex- 
plain who 'he was and what wus his 
constituency. The genltltinan stutod 
that hl.i name was J. Clarko Hyde, 
and that ho represented Harvard Uni- 
versity. At the command of the 
Speaker, the rierk of the House then 
consulted the. register, and 'finally 
stated tha.t Harvard University was 
not a 'Canadian constituency. There- 
upon, the gentleman left the House. 

The Lender of the. Opposition' then 
spoke. Ho criticized fhe speech from 
the throne In that It was lacking in 
p.iinits of fundamental interest and Im- 
portance. Instead of referring to such 
questions os Agriculture, Conservation 
of Resources. Hanking ' and Public 
Health, the speech dealt with peanuts 
and the clearing away of fallen leaves. 
Concerning the qucrtloii of • Propor- 
tional Representation: the latter had 
been tried in England a.nd had failed. 
On Taxes, the two parties were agreed 
to tho extent of the necessity of levy- 
ing the maximum possible to meet war 
debt. But the Constitutional Party 
would never support such an obvious 
error as a levy on Capital. With refer- 
once to Labor, the danger of conceding 
too much In the way of snort hours 
and big wages was exemplified by the 
case cf bricklayers and other "wlrklnig 
men in the City of Montreal, who wero 
In some cases earning more than qu&U- 
fled professional men. Coming to tho 
League of Nations, an unqualified sup- 
port of It would mean disarmament of 
tho British Empire. (dries of Nc-1 
from 'the Government benches.) The 
Constitutional Party favored .uppOrt- 
ing it as an experiment only. As re- 
gards the Liquor question, tilie Gov- 
ernment bad no right to Interfere ex- 
cept to abolish the public bora. Lastly, 
the Government must'keép clear of Wg 
financial sdhemes, such as the ooqul 
sit Ion of railways. 

Tho rpeakor ended by again calling 
attention lo the omission of matters of 
importance ' from the. speech and by 
stating thait ihls party would introduce 
bills on Banking and oft the Partent *nd 
Copyright ;lawe. 

Tho Primo 'Minister, Mr. J'arthlnig, 
replied to the i'poeeb of Mr. Blggar, 
Leader of tho Opposition. Ho congrat- 
ulated the Opposition on their wise 
choico of a leader. He then proceeded 
to give a short history of both parties, 
but, by a point of order, was made to 
adhere nioro closely to tho speech from 
tbo throne. On resuming,' Mr. Tartihlng 
remarked that the Opposition seemed 
to bo afraid of having thcld past pro- 
gramme brauijht lo tho attention ot 
tho House. He said that tho Govern- 
ment had tried to eliminate from their 
platform all matter that -was not di- 
rectly controversy, and accused tho 
Constitutionalists of adopting a con- 
servative attitude. Thoir platform, he 
said, •was neither- definlto nor con- 
sistent, nnd^dlsplayed a total lack of 
sympathy with labor and trade unions. 
He. explained briefly the attitudo.of the 
Government 1/Owards social unrest and 
towards taxation, and concluded by 
saying that the Cabinet fa-vorcd equal 
pensions for all ranks, and was unani- 
mously ln support of the League of 
Nations. 

Mr. Labelle, erf the Opposition, then 
rose, and remarking on his right to do 
so, spoke In French. He desired that 
the speech be. adopted with tho excep- 
tion of a certain clause. 

In tho course of certain remarks 
anenl a pofnt of order, a member of 
tho Gcerhment stated that (Mr. La- 
bellb represented St. Vincent 'de Paul. 
Th« Lea4e£|fif the' Opposition rose and 

stated thtttvhls v '" as not the caae - an4 
Mr. Labelle. asked that tho member be 
removed from tho House. The member 
thereupon withdrew his statement, and 
the Incident ended. ■ 

(Mr. Barre then congratulated Wr. 
Hackett.on being elected Speaker to 
the "House of Uncommone." Ho re- 
marked on the splendid measures em- 
bodied in tho speech from the throne, 
and said that the prevalent tide of' 
progrès» -hod reached even «ho Arts 
Building, where electric lights rad been 
installed in Ueu of gas. He deplored 
the fact that no s»eps had been taken 
to suppress gum-chewing and exam- 
inations. 

Both parties approved heartily of hla 
remarks. Ho said that tho Government 
was especially interested in Progressive 
Labor Legislation, and questioned the 
truth of a statement made by tho 
Leader of the Opposition regarding the 
condition of wages anl working hours 
among brlekhxyere. He pointed out 
that brlcklayen, wore ^ not leading the 
luxurious life the Leader of tho Oppo.- 
eltlon had suggested. 

Mr. Freeman, of tho Opposition, then 
appealed to tho Government to bo 
original in their polloy and not be oon-

that the Government programme con- 
tained, tar too much Labor legislation, 
which only concerned thlrty-threo por 
cent of the population of Canada, in- 
stead of devoting itself to such ques- 
tions as that of railroads, which 
concerned the whole coun try. He added 
that the question 0 f peanuts and tho 
electric lights In the Arte Building was 
below tbo dignity of the Constitutional 
Party. 

Air. Hall elaborated n the discussion 
aroused hy Mr. Freeman concerning 
railways. Mr. Freeman had said that 
more attention was directed to Labor 
tha to railroad questions. Mr. Hall 
indicated that the railroad question 
was a Labor question, and that the 
greatest problem of the railroad was 
that of Labor. He said that tho Gov- 
ernment was Investigating the matter, 
and It had been proposed that any- in- 
crease or dividends be given lo the em- 
ployee ln tho form of increased wages 
He «n id that in a short time the rail- 
roads would be running mere smoothly 
and would have greater transportation 
facilities. 

(Mr. Albbott, of the Opposition, thon 
got up and stated ln a few woids that 
tho condition of the railways was due 
to mismanagement ou the <part of the 
Government, not tlio Labor situation. 
This fact was evidenced by the state of 
the Canadian Pacifie Railway. 

The Leader of the Opposition had 
some further remarks to make on the 
question of railways. Government 
control had been a failure In every 
country ln which It had been tried. He 
also referred to Trades Unlonlsb in 
England, In which there seemed to bo 
some misunderstanding, artatlng that by 
it he meant 'the principle of federation 
of the small unions. He criticised the 
oxccsslvo prominence of Labor legisla- 
tion ln the Government programmo. 

The Speaker then put the question 
to the vote, an dtho speech from the 
throne was adopted by a majority of 
ten. 

It was moved by Mr. O'Brien that the 
House adjourn; and the weighty dis- 
cussions of tho eminent members waa 
brought to a close.

SIMPLE DIRECT! NS TO BE 
FOLLOWED M INFLUENZA 
CASES 

A return of tho uncommon form of 
Influenza that carried off many thous- 
ands In 191S has beon dreaded over 
since last spring. Now that a. disorder 
very much renembllnc this one has 
made Its appearanco In the Middle 
West, and Now York, tho most reas- 
surlnB thought popelhta to preeent Is 
that epidemic recurrences commonly 
taUo a form much lc3s severe than the 
ordinal. Thie rule may not work In- 
variably. In tho present, case, at least 
It bids fair to hold good. The reporte 
from the region of prevalence do not 
Indicate anywhere noar the fatality 
that attended the epidemic of 1918. 
The race accustoms Itself to epidemics 
In their first attack: renewed ussaults 
cannot ngaln take It by surprise or 
sweep It down.

Th.? symptoms of Influbnsa aro 
sere throat, and great prostration. The 
symptoms suggestive of pï-lppe, re.d- 
nosH of the face, running of tho eyes, 
chill, headache, backache, and other 
pulse. Is slow and the fever runs from 
101 to 104 F„ thero Is often a harsh 
cough with very little expectoration, 
and ns complications thero Is often 
bronchitis or broncho-pneumonia. The 
mild caees last two or three days and 
recover rapidly; the severe caees aro 
qulolcly fatal. In tho cases In which 
there is high fever there may no fever 
sores on tho Hps, but seldom are thero 
digestive disturbances. 

When ono Is attached he should go 
to bed at once and send for his physi- 
cian. If the fever Is high tho case 
must bo regarded as a serious one un- 
til tho temperature becomes normal 
again, and this may come about quite 
suddenly. 

The convalescent period is of great 
Importance, and carelessness and ne- 
glect at that time may lead to the de- 
velopment of fatal pneumonia. Parti- 
cularly Is it Imperative to keep one's 
house warm, and exposure to chilli- 
ness Is frequently a bid to an attack 
from this disease. Rigid precautions 
as to coughing, sneezing, and blowing 
the nose are of extreme importance, 
for nobody can tell how many bacilli 
are thus liberated to float In the air 
and bo Inhaled by anybody who comes 
along. 

Some Simple Remedies 

The treatment of Influenza and its 
complications Include measures 'hat 
are preventive as well as those to bo 
used during and after the dIsod.se. 
Treatment by vaccines has been ex- 
tensively tried, vaccines being labor- 
atory preparations reduced to a solu- 
tion and injected Into Uie veins. One 
form of this solution is obtained from 
freshly killed Influenza bacilli, and 
another from a mixture of tho bacilli 
f.f influenza and pneumonia with 
streptococci. Thousands of people 
have been treated with one or the 
other of these solutions, but the evi- 
dence is by no means conclusive tliat 
they are of much value. The moat 
tnat can be said of them is that they 
probably do no harm. 

Simple remedies of treating Influen- 
za are largo dosos of bicarbonate ot 
soda, inhalation of salicylate of am- 
monia through a suitable mask such 
as that devised by Dr. Beverly Robin- 
son, and tho free Inhalation of oxygon. 

Important Direct Ions 
The serum treatment of Influenza or 
Us complications means tho Injection 
of blood serum, obtained either from 
human beings or animals, into the 
Hood vessels or tissues. This treat- 
ment has had a fair amount of suc- 
cess, especially in those cases which 
were complicated with pneumonia. 
rresU air. sunlight, freely open bow- 
els, simple and moderato diet, and a 
daily warm bath to keep the skin In 
good condition may be mentioned as 
measures which should be observed 
by everybody. One should keep away 
from crowds and crowded places as 
much as possible. Three drugs may 
be used freely, when Indicated, as 
tonics for the general condition — cod 
liver oil, quinine, and strychnia, 
, With the return of this disease In 
Its epidemic form it becomes very Im- 
portant to attend to those require- 
ments by which It may be prevented 
or at least mltigatod.
